Buxton beat John G. Anderson, natlon-
alist fnalist last year and 1913, In the
Lynnewood Hall golng, and after being 2
up at tha turn in the finals was only
beaten by AMaxwell R, Marston on the 17th
hole after he had given the golfer, touted
as this year's champlon, a near-panie

Buxton led that match most of the way
and if he hadn't spoiled about two putts he
would have had the match sewed up for
his own,
